A Memorial 


A bridge has been built across the 
Brandywine Creek at Wilmington, 
Delaware as a memorial to the sol- 
diers and sailors of all the nation’s 
wars from the Revolution to _ the 
World War. 

It is 720 feet long and 72 feet wide 
with a 40-foot roadway and sidewalks 
14 feet 914 inches wide. There are 
four large bronze tablets 9 feet high 
and 4 feet wide. One commemorates 
the Revolutionary war, one the Mexi- 
can, Civil and Spanish-American wars 
and two the World war, one of them 
having the names of the great battles 
in which Delaware troops fought and 
the other bearing the names of all 
those service men from the entire 
State of Delaware who made the su- 
preme sacrifice in the great war. 

There are eight of the large, orna- 
mental pylons or shafts placed on the 
bridge in line with the railings. Four 
of the larger shafts are placed over 
the piers of the large central arch 
and two of the smaller shafts are at 
either end of the bridge. The large 
shafts extend 40 feet above the side- 
walk and the smaller ones 23% feet. 
On each side of the large shafts and 
on the approach side of the small 
ones are large ornamental bronze 
lanterns illuminated by a single in- 
candescent Mazda lamp of 250 candle- 
power. 

On the inside and outside faces of 
the large shafts are placed carved

of a monumental character. The extra 
cost involved in making this bridge a 
memorial was $56,550.00 or 8 per cent 
of the entire cost—The Scientific 
American.

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The Special Conventon 


The Convention for the election of 
a Bishop for this Diocese was held 
in S. Mark’s church, Seattle on Tues- 
day, May 6th. 

The Convention opened with a cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion by 
the Rev. R. J. Arney, Rev. Dr. Gowen 
and Rev. Harry Hudson assisting. 
There was no sermon. The service 
was beautifully rendered by a large 
choir and the hymns were very in- 
spiring. Most of the clergy of the 
Diocese took part in the procession. 
After a brief interval the Convention 
was called to order by the Rey. R. J. 
Arney, President of the Standing 
Committee and he was elected Presi- 


dent of the Convention, the Rev. Paul 
B. James being elected Secretary. 
The roll of the clergy and of the 
lay delegates having been called, a 
constitutional quorum was found to 
be present and the convention pro- 
ceeded to the nominations for the 
Episcopate. The Rev. Dr. Gowen 
nominated the Rev. George Craig 
Stewart, D.D., of Evanston, IIl1., in a 
speech which might well serve as a 
model for such occasions. The Rev. 
C. G. Baird seconded. Dean Padel- 
ford of the University of Washington 
read a letter from a former member 


of the Faculty of the University, and 


the Rev. Dr. MacLauchlan also sec- 
onded. The Rev. Frank E .Wilson, 
D.D., of Christ Church. Eau Claire, 
Wisconsin, was nominated by Dean 
Ware and seconded by the Rev. H. G. 
Hennessy, Rev. W. H. Bliss and the 
Rev. C. H. Powell. 

Dean Wm. J. Scarlett, of Christ 
Church Cathedral, S. Louis, Mo., was 
nominated by the Rev. T. R.-Alleeson. 

The Rev. R. F. Hart nominated 
Dean Sidney F. James of S. Luke’s 
Pro-Cathedral, Tacoma, the nomina- 
tion being seconded by the Rev. R. 
H. McGinnis of Tacoma who was him- 
self nominated by a ballot—the only 
nomination, by the way, which was 
in conformity with the terms of the 
Canon.

It will thus be seen that the clergy 
on four successive ballots did “nomi- 
nate and appoint” the Rev. Dr. Stew- 
art, and on each ballot the laity fail- 
ed to confirm. 

There was therefore no election and 
as the hour was late and the Con- 
vention considerably excited, it was 
resolved to adjourn sine die, which 
was done. 

Now as the Standing Committee 
will probably call another Conven- 
tion in due time there are one or two 


things which ought to be said in the 
interests of a clear understanding and 
good feeling. 

According to our Canons the clergy 
take the iniative—they “nominate 
and appoint by ballot,’ to use the 
somewhat confusing language of the 
Canon. 

Practically they elect and the laity 
confirm or reject. 

Now this may or may not be wise 
but it is at present the only method 
avaliable for us and those delegates 
who spoke of the clergy as wishing 
to “put over” something were guilty 
of a foolishness for which there was 
neither reason nor excuse. The clergy 
who voted for the several candidates 
were within their rights and it is 
singular that they should be charged 
as a body with desiring to “put over” 
something when, in fact, they were 
not agreed among themselves. This 
is the language of “terminal inex- 
actitude”; but had the figures for Dr. 
Stewart and Dr. Wilson been revers- 
ed the same charge might have been 
made with the same consistency and 
the same foolishness. 

The clergy not only acted in ac- 
cordance with their rights but in the 
only manner permitted to them; and 
they must act in the same way again 
until the Canon is changed. 

Then again the “information” sent 
out for the guidance of delegates was 
not confined to such facts as were 
essential to a clear understanding. It 
contained suggestions with regard to 
Dr. Stewart which, whether such was 
the intention or not, created a preju- 
dice against him. 

This might be called in the lan-~ 
guage of warfare “poisoning the 
wells’ and must not be repeated if 
diocesan comity is to be maintained. 

The suggestion concerning church- 
manship is referred to in Dr. Gow- 
en’s letter in this issue and that also 
should not be repeated unless those 
who raise the question are prepared 
for such rejoinders as can easily and 
properly be made. 

The applause which was persisted 
in, notwithstanding the protests of 
the chair, needs not to be characteriz- 
ed; but that also must not be repeat- 
ed unless the sacredness of the 
church is to be of no consequence. 

Mr. Arney discharged his difficult 
task with skill and that courtesy and 
fairness which are usual with him; 
and if in one ruling he seemed unfair 
to a lay delegate it was due rather 
to the circumstances and excitement 
of the moment than to any inten- 
tional departure from impartiality. 

Where men meet to discharge a 
duty concerning which differences of 
opinion are almost certain to pre- 
vail, it is the manifest duty of all to 
preserve the amenities of discussion 
and to give each other credit for the 
desire to do the best they can. 


The choice of the Convention and 
the manner in which it is made must 
pay regard not only to the proprie- 
ties of the occasion but to what it 
is the desire of all to accomplish— 
the election of a fit and proper per- 
ie to be the shepherd and bishop of 
all. 

And it is due to the clergy that it 
should be assumed that, in the course 
they take, they desire to be mindful 
of the high and important interests 
involved.

To the Editor of the “Diocese of 
Olympia” 
Dear Sir: 

May I say a few words, through 
“The Diocese,’ to our Churchpeople 
which, had the opportunity occurred, 
I should like to have said last Tues- 
day at the Convention. 

My mind has been going back to the 
General Convention of San Francisco, 
of nearly 25 years ago, when, with 
Mr, N. B. Coffman, I represented the 
then Missionary District of Olympia. 
On a certain day the message came 
in from the House of Bishops that 
the Rev. F. W. Keator had been 
nominated Bishop of Olympia and 
that his nomination awaited the con- 
firmation of the House of Deputies. 
No sooner had the matter been in- 
troduced when certain Deputies arose 
to offer opposition on the ground 
that Dr. Keator was an extreme High 
Churchman and should not be con- 
firmed. It was my privilege under 
these circumstances to say, what I 
hoped might be said for the Diocese 
of Olympia for all time, viz.—that 
we in Olympia had never divided on 
questions of Church parties, and that 
in gaining a Bishop) who was a 
Christian and a gentleman we were 
perfectly ready to believe that strong 
Church convictions need be no bar 
to Diocesan peace and _ prosperity. 
You will understand therefore with 
how much pain I heard, towards the 
close of last Tuesday’s abortive Con- 
vention, that the candidate who had 
received the majority of the clerical 
votes was objectionable to the laity 
on account of his advanced church- 
manship. <A little reflection would 
have shown the plain absurdity of 
such a statement. First, the gentle- 
man in question is so little open to 
the charge, if it be a charge, that 
he was even critized by some for 
retaining not a little of his original 
Methodism. Personally, I feel that a 
good High Churchman of Methodist 
antecedents and with a survival of 
Methodist zeal is not a combination 
of which the Diocese of Olympia need 
be seared. Secondly, of course it 
was obvious to everybody that Dr. 
Stewart was not supported by clergy 
who run any risk of being suspected 
as extreme High Churchmen, nor 
were those clergy who worked for 
his elimination of the opposite school 
of Churchmanship. As one not over- 
much concerned with Diocesan affairs 
at present, I may say that no more 
earnest effort could have been made 
by the clergy to canvass all available 
material for the sake of finding the 
best of all possible Bishops. Personal 
ambitions were discouraged, all meet- 
ing were open and above board, no 
suggested name treated without ful- 
lest respect. If one name was final- 
ly selected, it was from the convic- 
tion that it represented the best effort 
of the clergy to discharge their high 
and sacred responsibility. That the 
laity refused to accept the choice 
was the result of much else than the 
proffered fear of High Churchman- 
ship. Skilfully conducted propagan- 
da, some measure, apparently, of 
sectional fear, the desire to force 
forward certain names which the 
vote of the clergy had definitely re- 
jected, these and others motives co- 
operated. It would have been a very 
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simple way out of the impasse had 
the clergy, on the one hand, with- 
urawh the names which were mani- 
festly beyond the possibilty of elec- 
tion, and had the laity, on the other 
hand, shown any willingness to re- 
consider their previously formed plan 
of opposition. As it was, the Con- 
vention resolved itself into a head- 
on collision between the majority 
of the clergy and the majority of 
the laity, with damaging result to the 
whole Diocese. I have written at 
greater length than I intended, but 
I come back in my concluding word 
to the point with which I started. 
If we are to secure for Olympia a 
strong Bishop we must put away 
once for all this bogey of ‘extreme 
churchmanship’. We cannot get a 
strong man without allowing him to 
have strong convictions of some 
sort. So long as his convictions are 
not subversive of the faith, we ought 
to welcome him with gratitude to 


God. Most of the sinners of today 
are the weak men, not the strong 
men. I trust, while we have leisure 


to reflect before the calling of our 
next Convention, we shall make up 


our minds to work together, lest 
the world ask again: “Is Christ 
divided?” 


““Fow came you here?’ said one, 
‘For you are not of us.’ 
‘Let him build,’ said the Master 
Builder, 
‘It will never be built but thus.’ 
So one struck hands with another 
With whom he had been at strife; 
‘Let us live instead of striving 
About the way of life!”

The services conducted by Bishop 
Cross were among the most beauti- 
ful and impressive ever conducted in 
the city. A reception for the bishop 
and confirmation class was held in 
the rectory following the services. 

Bishop Cross left last night for St. 
Paul, en route to Philadelphia, where 
he will preach the baccalaureate ser- 
mon before the Philadelphia Divinity 
School, of which he is a graduate, on 
May 28. During his stay at Philadel- 
pia, Bishop Cross will be given his 
Doctor of Divinity degree.—The Aber- 
deen Daily World. 


On May 4th, Second Sunday after 
Easter, Bishop Rowe of Alaska visit- 
ed S. James’ church, Kent, and con- 
firmed the largest class ever present- 
ed in the history of the _ parish. 
Thirty-three were confirmed, a major- 
ity of them being men and boys. In 
the class were eleven Japanese.

Annual Meeting of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary 


The 32nd annual meeting of the 
Women’s Auxiliary to the National 
Council in the Diocese of Olympia, 
which met in Trinity Church, Mon- 
day, May 5th, 1924, made an inter- 
esting and valuable chapter in our 
Diocesan history. 

Extracts from the report of the 
President and other diocesan officers, 
with the names of new officers and 
delegates to the Provincial Synod, 
will be found in another column. It 
is our purpose here to speak of other 
aspects of the meeting. 

It showed growth and development 
along the lines with which we have 
long been familiar and which have 
already made the Woman’s Auxiliary 
a vital factor in the life of the 
whole Church, and it also showed a 
more complete organization in all the 
fields of service entered by the Na- 
tional Council to which it is Auxil- 
lary. 

The Meeting was opened at 10:30 
with a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion, at which Bishop Rowe was 
celebrant, Canon Bliss Epistoler and 
Bishop Remington Gospeler. The visit- 
ing clergy, robed, and the vested 
choir, all singing the Haster hymn, 
made the processional an inspiring 
harmony for the opening of the Con- 
vention; and the chancel was filled 
over and over again by those who 
came to the Holy Table. 

Immediately thereafter the Meeting 


opened for business, Mrs. David J. 
Kinzie, Diocesan President, in the 
chair. 119 representatives from 28 


parish branches responded to roll-call. 
The outstanding feature of the morn- 
ing’s session was the President’s re- 
port, with its note of thankfulness, 


quietness and confidence, its good re- 
cord of achievement, and its wider 
outlook. The day’s order of business 
included affairs which have in other 
years filled two days to the brim 
and it is note-worthy that, while 
some reports were more succinct 
than usual and all business had to 
be done with promptness, there was 
po sense of hurry or of neglected 
work. 

After the morning session, all dele- 
gates were refreshed by a good lunch 
and a dish of talk, and reassembled 
promptly for the afternoon’s business. 
Following the reports of Diocesan of- 
ficers and those of the parish 
branches, there was a pleasant inter- 
lude for welcoming the new branches 
which have organized since the last 
Annual Meeting; St. Andrew’s, St. 
Mark’s, Tacoma, St. John’s Snoho- 
mish, and St. John’s, Centralia, the 
two latter working as Auxiliary- 
Guilds. It was delightful in this 
connection to hear from the Cow- 
litz County Mission and the Church 
of our Redeemer at Kelso, a church 
whose habitation is a moving picture 


theatre; and whose outward, visible 
sign is “four hundred bricks and a 
fire bell,’ and whose inward and 


spiritual grace is love, joy, hope. 

An episode that marks advance, and 
makes thcse who are old in_ the 
work look hopefully to the recruiting 
ranks, was the report of Miss Gard- 
iner from the Girls Friendly Society, 
whose new relation to the Auxiliary 
promises great things in the life 
of the Church. 

A hush followed the busy moments 
when, supplementing what had gone 
into the record as part of each re- 
port, came the memorial service with 
high praise and hearty thanks to 
God for the life and influence of the 
Right Reverend Frederic Wm Keator. 
The memorial address was, very fit- 
tingly, made by Mrs. Thomas Kydd, 
whose work as President of the 
Auxiliary had brought her very close- 
ly in touch with the Bishop. “He 
not only helped me in the work,” 
said Mrs. Kydd. “It was he who 
made it possible. “As she told of 
his unfailing help, his sympathy, 
geniality and generosity, every heart 
must have echoed her words. 

This address was followed by the 
report of the Committee whose lov- 
ing task it had been to choose the 
concrete form for a memorial to 
Bishop Keator. ‘the report of the 
Committee was accepted by an over- 
whelming vote and with an evident, 
wholehearted, desire to honour the 
Bishop and “to do what Mrs. Keator 
would like.” It was the sense of the 
Convention that the Auxiliary feels 
itself honoured in. being entrusted 
with the selection and carrying for- 
ward of the plan for this memorial, 
which is to be a Celtic cross to mark 
the Bishop’s grave. It is clearly not

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the intention of the Auxiliary to ar- 
rogate to itself this loving duty, but 
so to present it to the whole Diocese 
that everybody who loves Bishop 
Keator may have share in it. 

The business of the meeting was 
concluded at the afternoon session 
but not the least important part of 
it was the service in Trinity Church 
at eight o‘clock that evening. This 
service was conducted throughout by 
Bishop Remington of Eastern Oregon 
and will long be remembered by 
those who had part in it. Bishop 
Remington’s sermon ended with a 
ringing note of conviction that the 
Church’s Mission is her very reason 
for being; and surely never did a 
missionary convention end with a 
finer, fuller chord than the conclu- 
sion of that service. When Bishop 
Remington read the Gospel for the 
day, whose closing words are “And 
other sheep I have, which are not 
of this fold; them also I must 
bring, and they shall hear my voice; 
and there shall be one fold and one 
Shepherd.” Amen.

President’s Report 


Tacoma. Wash., May 5, 1924 
To the Officers and Members of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary, in the 
Diocese of Olympia. 


We come today to the 32nd annual 
meeting of this branch of the Wo- 
man’s Auxiliary to review briefly the 
work of the past year, and to plan. 
as best we may, for carrying on our 
Lord’s work during the coming year. 
How blessed it is to remember that 
we are workers together with Him 
in this task that has been so solemn- 
ly laid upon us. 

The comfort too, in knowing that 
our feeble imperfect efforts are made 
strong and beautiful by His loving 
Spirit. 

The knowledge of Christ’s nearness 
to us in this task, has been a limit- 
less source of strength these past few 
months when we have felt so keenly 
the loss of our beloved Diocesan 
leader. 

The loving service of honoring the 
Bishop’s memory will come elsewhere 
in today’s program, but I wish to 
tell here of four events of the past 
year when his wonderful 
touched the life of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary of this Diocese. 

His sermon at the Annual Meeting 
last year in Trinity, Tacoma, with 
the blessed assurance of our Master 
, as his text. “I am come that they 
might have life, and that they wight 
have it more abundantly” gave every 
promise of strength and joy and cour- 
age in His service. 

At the Deanery meetings in Hverett 
and Chehalis the Bishop’s interest 
and enthusiasm were an inspiration, 
he entered into our discussions, an- 
swered our questions and his unfail- 
ing response and courtesy gave cour- 
age to the most timid among us. 

He spoke afterward of the fine 
spirit of both of these meetings and 
especially of the loving zeal of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. 

His last meeting with us was on 
the 8th of January when the United 
Branches of Tacoma met, according 
to custom, for an Epiphany celebra- 
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tion, and this year to commemorate 
the 23rd anniversary of our Bishop’s 
consecration. 

It was a happy, informal time. In 
1923 he had cut the coin in the 
Epiphany cake so this year he gave 
that dime, increased by a similar 
amount for each week in the year, 
for the “Bishop Tuttle Memorial” 
fund. 

This last meeting we shall always 
remember with special tenderness. 

A little later when the news of 
his illness reached us, your  presi- 
dent sent a telegram from the women 
of the Diocese, assuring him of our 
affection and earnest wishes for his 
recovery. 

His loss has left us in sorrow but 
in the blessed communion of Saints, 
be is still with us, and the best mem- 
orial we can offer is a quickened zeal 
and an earnest effort to carry for- 
ward the work he loved so well. 

“And when the strife is fierce, the 
warfare long, 

Steals on the ear the distant tri- 
umph song, 

And hearts are brave again, and arms 

are strong, Allelulia.” : 

The outstanding event of the year 
in the history of the whole church 
was the loss caused by the earth- 
quake in Japan. 

Bishop McKim’s thrilling message— 
“All gone but faith in God,” stirred 
the whole church to action. 

The call from Miss Lindley to the 
Auxiliary for relief funds met a 
prompt and generous response in this 
Diocese. 

Our Treasurer will tell how gallant- 
ly our women worked for this and 
besides money gifts, many splendid 
articles of bedding, clothing etc., were 
sent. 

In November when Bishop Gailor 
and Dr. Wood were here, a _ very 
splendid offering was made at a wo- 
man’s Auxiliary Meeting in this 
Church and used for a gift of Com- 


munion silver for the Church in 
Japan. 

In this last call that has come— 
“Let us rise up and build,’ the 


Auxiliary is not asked to work as a 
group, but is asked to pray as a 
group. May 22nd has been chosen as 
a National day of prayer for the re- 
construction work in Japan. Each 
individual member is asked to work 
faithfully in her own parish for this 
great Missionary project. 

The following resolution was pas- 
sed at the National executive Meet- 
ing in February; Resolved: That in 
all the plans for reconstruction in 
Japan, the Executive Board of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary stands behind all 
the plans of the National Council.” 

As you have heard before, the Wo- 
Auxiliary Special for this 
Triennium is the building of two 
houses for woman workers at a cost 
of $75,000. This is called the “Bishop 
Tuttle Memorial.” 

Not until after the Synod in Fres- 
no were plans completed for the work 
on the fund in this province. Our 
diocesan quota came to your presi- 
dent in December from Mrs. Wilson 
Johnson, our Provincial president. 
She suggested the appointment of a 
diocesan representative and custodian 
of this Special and Mrs. G. F. Redway 
of Tacoma accepted the office. Let- 
ters were sent to Branch presidents

and the response has been very good 
but we must work hard and get our 
quota of $300, at least, in before May 
Ist, 1925. 

At the Annual meeting last year 
a new office was created when a 
Secretary to plan work among iso- 
lated Church women was elected. 

Our former president Mrs. Kydd, 
accepted the office, but was unable to 
continue with it and Deaconess Nos- 
ler was appointed to fill the unex- 
pired term. 

This work is most important and 
it is hoped that a definite program 
can be worked out this next year. 
To do this however, we must have 
the co-operation of the whole Diocese. 

The work of the Auxiliary all over 
grows in strength and spirit. The 
development of leadership along edu- 
cational lines ‘shows striking  ad- 
vance and the deepening of interest 
all along the line is quite marked. 

Two new branches will be _ wel- 
comed today S. Andrew, Seattle and 
S. Marks, Tacoma. We extend to 
them our fellowship and prayers. 

The two Deanery meetings arrang- 
ed by our vice-president, Mrs. Hazel- 
tine. and Mrs. Ware in cooperation 
with Dean Mook and Dean Ware, 
were well planned and very success- 
ful. The informality of these meet- 
ings and the generous hospitality of 
the hostess parishes draw us very 
close together. Let me urge each 
woman here to attend her own Dean- 
ery Meeting next Fall. 

During the year- I have attend 
ed besides the two Deanery meet- 
ings 388 Branch and general meet- 
ings and have taken part in two In- 
ter-denominational conferences. 

I have also presided at four exe- 
cutive conferences of your Diocesan 
Board. I am particularly grateful for 
this last privilege, these meetings 
have been so fully attended and the 
interest and spirit have been beauti- 
ful. I have come from each one with 
a heart filled with thankfulness for 
the unfailing loyalty and support of 
these devoted women, each of whom 
is doing a splendid service in her 
own department. To each one of these 
Diocesan officers I wish to extend my 
hearty appreciation. 

In closing may I remind you of 
the task we are facing tomorrow. 
We have been praying earnestly 
these past few weeks that a right 
choice be made in the election of 
our Bishop. Very soon we will 
know that choice and when that 
time comes, let us lay aside all pre- 
judice and preferment and be sure 
that our prayers have been an- 
swered. We must band _ ourselves 
even more strongly together to work 
with our new Bishop in the up-build- 
ing of our Church in this Diocese 
and in the world. 

Let us today re-consecrate ourselves 
to this service. Keeping always in 
mind this thought given us by dear 
Miss Emery lin her last message: 
“The one aim, the one object, in 
which every smaller or lesser pur- 
pose is hidden away is that each day 
we live, each work we do, each word 
we say, may give our Lord and 
Saviour, the Master of us all, Joy.” 

With earnest wishes for God’s con- 
tinued guidance in our work, I am, 
Faithfully and affectionately yours.

To the Children of the Diocese, 
Dear Children: 

Thecdore was appointed Archbishop 
of Canterbury by the pope. It was 
a wise appointment though the pope 
had no right to make it. Theodore, 
whose name means “the gift of God,” 
was 66 years of age, and with his 
Roman love of order, although he 
was a Greek, began his work of 
organization by a visitation of the 
northern kingdom, his first work be- 
ing to remove Chad and restore Wil- 
fred to his See of York. He en- 


forced the rules of the Council of” 


Whitby in which he was met with 
the opposition of some of the Bish- 
ops and, strange to say, of Wilfred. 

It seems that Wilfred had given 
the veil to the’ wife of Egfrith, king 
of Northumbria without her husband’s 
consent. The king married again and 
the new queen was angry with Wil- 
fred. Theodore took the side of the 
king and queen and, without con- 
sulting Wilfred, divided his See and 
deprived him of his office. 

Wilfred appealed to the pope and 
the pope decided in his favor. He 
returned to England in good spirits 
bearing an official document called a 
bull because it bore the pope’s official 
seal. By this Theodore was com- 
manded to restore him and to attend 
a council to be held in Constanti- 
nople March 21st, 680. Theodore did 
neither; and at a council of the ‘‘wise 
men” Wilfred was imprisoned for 
appealing to Rome. After nine months 
he was released but banished from 
Northumbria. He then made his way 
to Sussex which he converted to the 
Faith. 

Theodore died A. D. 690 at the age 
of 88, was reconciled to Wilfred be- 
fore his death and King Egfrith hav- 
ing been killed in battle Theodore 
prevailed upon him to restore Wil- 
fred to the See of York. Theodore 
therefore consolidated the dioceses 
of the Heptarchy into one national 
church which still remains after 1234 
years. 

At a council at Hertford in 673 
which was the first provincial council 
of the Church of England all the 
bishops were present in person or 
by proxy. This was the forerunner 
of the present Convocations of Can- 
terbury and York, and for the first 
time organized expression was given 
to the voice of the Church of Eng- 
land and canonical law and order 
were established. He accomplished 
the werk of organizing and _ re-ar- 
ranging dioceses but in doing it he 
came into conflict with the authority 
of the pope and resisted his claim 
to exercise authority in England or 
to mediate between a metropolitan 
and his bishops. 

He also improved the services and 
rites of the church and both he, Wil- 
fred and Benedict Biscop brought 
vessels and vestments from abroad, 
promoted Gregorian chanting, and 
replaced the old wooden churches 
with others of stone with leaden 
roofs and glazed windows’ and 
brought over masons, glass workers 
and artists, who laid the foundations 
of these great buildings which are 
still the glory of the Mother Church. 

Best of all he increased learning 


so that England, instead of having to 
send her sons to be educated abroad 
herself attracted the scholars of Eu- 
rope and attained an intellectual su- 
premacy which lasted till the Danish 
invasion. 

The most illustrious scholar of 
this period was the Venerable Bede 
in whem Mr. J. R. Green says “the 
learning of the age was summed up,” 
and without whose “ecclesiastical 
history’ we should be almost en- 
tirely ignorant of the early history 
of the Church of England. 


We must also remember gratefully 
the services rendered to civilization 
by the monastaries. The monks 
were the leaders in farming, in manu- 
factures, in the growth of towns, the 
practice of medicine, and the care 
of the sick. They were also his- 
torians, scholars, and the makers of 
those wonderful illuminated manu- 
scripts which are the marvel and the 
despair of modern artists. To them 
also we owe not only Bede’s great 
work but the “Anglo-Saxon Chronicle” 
next to Bede’s the most valuable 
work on the history of the Church 
and Nation. 


Alas! even in Bede’s time the mon- 
asteries had begun to lose their high 
ideals and had become a _ national 
burden almost too great and too 
shameful to be borne. 


After the death of Archbishop 
Theodore the See of Canterbury was 
vacant for two years when Bright- 
wald became Primate. 

But further trouble arose with 
Wilfred. His diocese was again pro- 
posed to be divided by converting 
his monastery at Reporn into a See. 
Again he appealed to Rome and for 
this he was not only deposed but 
excommunicated. Over 70 years of 
age he set out on foot for Rome. 
His case was discussed in 70 sessions 
and once more the pope decided in 
his favor; but again the English 
king and Archbishop refused to ac- 
cept the decision. But the king died 
and the Archbishop called another 
council which removed the sentence 
of excommunication and appointed 
Wilfred Bishop of Hexham where he 
died in 709. 

I new have to record an event 
which is very interesting. 

During this period King Offa of 
Mercia out of gratitude to the pope 
for honors bestowed upon the Arch- 
bishop of Lichfield, made a _ contri- 
bution amounting in our money to 
about $222.00 for the lighting of S. 
Peter’s, Rome, and the relief of 
English pilgrims thereto. This was 
afterwards claimed by the pope as 
a right, as you will see later; but 
the dioceses of the Roman Catholic 
church continue to send large contri- 
butions to Rome which are called 
“Peter’s pence.” 

To this period also belongs the 
life and work of an Englishman 
Winfrith afterwards consecrated as 
Boniface Archbishop of Mentz the 
Apostle of Germany, whose boast it 
was that he brought Germany into 
harmony with Rome. He also com- 
municated with Cuthbert, Archbishop 
of Canterbury, with a view to per- 
forming a similar service for England, 
but at a council at Cloveshoo the 
matter was not even discussed, but 
a number of canons were adopted, 
including one providing for the in-

struction of the people and the reci- 
tation of the creed and the Lord’s 
Prayer in their mother tongue. Re- 
member that. 

You will remember that I spoke in 
my last letter of the revival of learn- 
ing in England which made its mon- 
asteries the seats of the best scholar- 
ship of the age. One of the most fa- 
mous of these was Archbishop Kg- 
bert at York and here a great man 
was educated whose name you 
should mark well. It was Alcuin, the 
foremost scholar of his time who not 
only became tutor in the family of 
the great emperor Charlemagne but 
the chief influence in the creation 
of a system of education which 
spread from one end of Germany to 
the other. There is still a society 
in London which publishes books 
relating to the Church and are called 
by his name. 

Two things are clear, however, 
from the history of this period and 
if you bear them in mind they will 
be of service to you as you study 
further the history of the Church, as 
I trust you will. 

1. Through the influence of Rome 
the Church of England was con- 
solidated into one harmonicus, na- 
tional church. 

2. That this national church re- 
sisted, at every step, all attempts 
to assert in England the supremacy 
of the Bishop of Rome. 

We thus see that for 700 years of 
the Christian era Rome was in no 
sense the mother of British cliris- 
tianity; and if ever you hear of a 
woman who was not the mother of 
a girl for the first seven years of 
her life you may feel quite sure that 
she is not her mother at all. 


As you read these letters I dare 
say you will often wish that church 
history was not mixed up so much 
with quarrels, discussions, and di- 
visions. I wish it too. I have often 
wondered how it is that man in every 
age and land seems unable to live 
without quarreling with somebody 
about religion or laws or inventions 
or property or something else. 

IT am quite sure, however, that 
those things will always happen so 
long as people attempt to impose 
by force their opinions or their re- 
ligion upon those who are weaker 
than themselves. 

We should study our religion and 
it firmly but still have the 
greatest charity for those who are 
of a different mind, however wrong 
we may believe them to be. In our 
own Church there is great difference 
of opinion on many things and I am 
afraid that we shall continue to 
argue about them as long as we 
live. Sometimes we shall feel that 
our brethren are not only wrong but 
wilfully and foolishly wrong. Some- 
times we shall see religions about 
us that are not only wrong as we 
think, but repel and even disgust us. 

But I know of no better rule than 
to hold our own Faith firmly and in- 
telligently, asking God’s guidance and 
blessing and try to be in charity 
with all men. 

Don’t think that differences belong 
to this age alone, or even to the 
troubled ages of which I have to 
speak in these letters.
